Dr.  Joe  T.  Oflle,  associate  exe.- 
cutive  secretary,  in  releasing  the 
results,  pointed  to  the  41%  aver¬ 
age  increase  in  the  budgets  of 
the  churches. 

The  budgets  of  the  32  church¬ 
es  for  1958  total  $1,907,741.27,  an 
increase  of  ,$556,828.51  or  41% 
over  the  $1,350,912.76  which  was 
the  amount  of  the  budgets  for 
1957. 

The  32  churches  will  give  $337- 
391.90  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 


gram  during  1958,  an  increase

urdays. 

He  said  that  too  many  news 
releases  issued  •  by  religious 
groups  contain  unnecessary  and 
distorting,  editorial  comment 
Religion  has  become  “big  news” 
for  many  newspapers  which  are 
assigning  trained  specialists  to 
report  religious  wents,  he  said. 

Dr.  Earl  F.  Ei^ITsh,  dean  of 
the  School  of  Journalism,  said 
there  was  an  “increasing  reader 
interest  in  religious  news,”  but 
that  newspapers  do  not  have 
enough  reporters  to  cover  relig¬ 
ious  events  adequately.  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  churches  help 
by  sending  more  and  better 
news  to  the  papers. 

Need  Awareness 

“If  churches  have  an  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  value  of  church  news 
and  present  their  case  to  the 
papers,  they  can  make  some  ad¬ 
vance  in  getting  more  cover¬ 
age,”  Dr.  English  suggested.

His  property, 
was  in  the  path  of  the  armiba 
and  during  the  fighting  hM 
crops  were  consumed,  his  stock 
driven  away,  and  his  f arnr  and 
mills  laid  waste. 

A  Fugitive 

Hart’s  large  family  was  scat¬ 
tered  and  the  legislator  was  hun¬ 
ted  as  a  traitor'by  royal  troops. 
-Fer-=s«eeks  during  the-  war -fie 
was  a  fugitive  in  the  Sourland 
Mountains,  hunted  from  house 
to  house,  spending  the  nights 
wherever  he  could  find  shelter, 
and  even  sleeping  with  farm  ani¬ 
mals. 

But  the  hardest  blow  of  all 
came  when  his  wife’s  health 
broke  under  the  strain  of  war. 
Hart  was  forced  to  flee  from  her 
bedside  to  escape  capture  and 
she  died  during  his  absence. 

Seven  years  ago  Hart  gave  the 
land  on  which  the  Hopewell 
Baptist  Church  was  built  and 
he  and  his  family  have  worship¬ 
ped  there  regularly.

He  opposed  the  Stamp 
Act,  favored  an  address  to  the 
king  which  declared  that  the 
fight  to  tax  resided  with  the  col¬ 
onies,  only,  and  led  the  opposi¬ 
tion  against  providing  for  royal 
troops. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Contin¬ 
ental  Congress  on  June  22,  177(1, 
and  signed  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  on  August  2.  That 
same  year  he  was  elected  vice- 
president  of  the  New  Jersey 
Congress  and  was  unanimously

The  an¬ 
nual  report  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  of  fhe  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  Dr.  B.  D. 
Gray,  secretary,  contains  the 
following:  “In  an  all-night 
prayer  meeting  at  Clinton, 
Miss,  there  Were  260  present 
at  midnight  and  192  at  four 
o'clock.  After  a  sermon  at  two 
o’clock  in  the  morning”  thir- 
ty-two  came  forward  surrend¬ 
ering  to  full-time  Christian 
service.  “It  was  a  sight  never 
to  be  forgotten  when  Pastor 
Lipsey  and  President  (W.  T.) 
Lowrey  of  Mississippi  College 
stood  among  this  group  and 
prayed  for  them  and  with 
them.”  (NOTE:  Jesse  L.  Boyd 
was  among  this  number.  If 
any  one’s  reading  this  who 
also  were  among  them,  please 
write  to  me,  Clinton,  Miss.)

D.  C. — This  chart  shows  the  proportion  of  Protestants,  Roman 
Catholics  and  Jews  in  the  U.  S.,  as  a  result  of  a  survey  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Census  Bureau.  The  statistics  are  based  on  a 
sample  survey  made  last  March  by  the  bureau  among  35,009 
households  in  330  areas  across  the  country.  If  the  results  of  the 
survey  are  projected  to  the  country’s  population  as  a  whole,  they 
show  that  79,000,000  above  the  age  of'14  are  Protestants;  30,700,-

In  all  the  annals  of  history  no  greater  examples  of  human 
faithfulness  can  be  found  than  those  that  often  obtained  between 
a  household  servant  and  his  master.  Examples  can  be  multiplied 
— both  from  the  Bible  and  from  the  history  of  every  country,  in¬ 
cluding  our  own. 

Many  are  the  stories,  moving  and  soul-stir¬ 
ring,  of  the  faithfulness  of  lie  old  Southern 
slaves — men  and  women,  who  had  nothing  to 
give  but  humility  and  love  and  service.  Their 
master’s  interests  were  their  own;  and  often 
f  they  would  protect  those  interests  at  peril  to 
|  their  own  lives.  w 

The  humility,  the  self-forgetting  love  that 
prompted  so  many  of  them,  is  one  of  the  best 
pictures  we  will, ever  find  of  that  humble  self- 
H  forgetfulness  that  should  characterize  every 
one  of  us  in  our  service  to  Christ  and  His  cause.  No  human  has 
the  right  to  enslave  another  life;  but  by  every  right  the  Xord 
Jesus  Christ  has  a  claim  upon  fhe  Christian. 

The  household  servants  were  known  in  Bible  times.  One  was 
chosen  for  his  faithfulness  and  his  ability  to  serve  as  the  “house- 
manger."  The  master  entrusted  his  goods,  hi^s  prosperity,  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  his  family  to  this  “house-manager."  The  term  is  trans¬ 
lated- in  our  English  I^&ble  as  “Steward.”  It  was  required  of  the 
“house-manager”  that  he  be  found  faithful  in  all  his  master’s  in¬ 
terests — his  money,  his  name,  his  family;  his  prosperity.

My  greatest  experience  as  a 
summer  missionary  was  the 
Bible  School  at  Goshen,  Cali¬ 
fornia.  This  school  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  First  Southern 
Baptist  Church  of  Visalia,  Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Goshen,  a  suburb  of  Visalia, 
has  a  population  of  about  one 
thousand  with  four  churches 
consisting  of  one  Catholic  and 
three  Holiness. 

Our  school  was  to  begin  on 
Tuesday,  and  I  was  worried  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lack  of  advertise¬ 
ment,  but  the  pastor  of  the  spon¬ 
soring  church.  Rev.  R.  L.  Lind¬ 
holm,  was  not  uneasy,  and  I 
soon  discovered  why  he  was  so 
confident.  The  pastor  picked 


me  up  Monday  morning,  and 
we  went  to  Goshen.  We  visited 
the  places  where  children  were 
playing.-  We  told  them  about 
Bible  school.  Many  already 
knew  Rev.  Lindholm  from  previ¬ 
ous  schools.  They  asked  anxi¬ 
ously,  “Brother  Lindholm,  w'hen 
are  we  going  to  have  Vacation 
Bible  School”  We'  told  them 
to  be  present  the  next  morning 
at  9:00  A.  M.  to  begin  school. 

Should  Quit  Advertising 

After  we  had  stopped  at  sev¬ 
eral  houses,  the  pastor  said  that 
we  should  quit  advertising  or 
we  would  have  too  many  pupils. 
I  was  surprised,  but  I  found 
out  that  he  knew  what  he  was 
talking  about.  We  had  five 
workers  in  the  school  and  ap¬ 
proximately  sixty  pupils.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  being  principal  of"*tfl?' 
school  and  general  secretary,  I 
taught  twenty-five  Junior  pu¬ 
pils.  Therefore,  there  was  no 
real  personal  contact.  We  could 
have  done  much  more  if  we  had 
only  had  more  workers.  We 
couldn't  afford  to  advertise  be- 1 


cause  we  didn't  have  enough 
workers  to  tak&  care  of  a  large 
group.  - 

Goshen  is  a  great  field  for  a 
mission.  First  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist"  Church  of  Visalia  is  plan¬ 
ning  for  a  mission  there.  Oh, 
that  we  had  enough  dedicated 
Christian  workers  to  cope  with 
such  mission  fields  as  Goshen, 
California.  Let  us  pray  that 
the  workers'  may  be  raised  up 
from  our  midst  by  the  grace  of 
God.
